A good picture, like a precious stone, 
requires an appropriate and artistic set- 
ting, or much of its beauty is lost. The 
two should unite to form one harmoni- 
ous whole. The molding must be of a 
design and color to harmonize with the 
general tone of the picture. It must be 
built in a thorough and substantial way. 

We have made a careful study of pic- 
ture framing especially as it pertains to 
schoolroom decoration, and believe our- 
selves better equipped for doing this 
work than any other house in the coun- 
try. We use only the highest quality 
of straight and quarter-sawed white 
oak, which is put together in the most 
thorough manner. All of our corners 
are firmly glued and nailed (while many 
frames are nailed only), so that the joints 
will not open. The frames are stained 
and finished to match the prevailing tone 
of the picture, and first-grade clear pic- 
ture glass free from imperfections is used.
